AT THE WHITE HOUSE. 


Tlie Execntive Mansion a Scene of 
Beanty and President and MrS. 
Harrison BeceiVie 
CaUs. 


Washington, Jan. 1.—Official Wash- 
ington assumed its most formal bearing 
to-day and assisted in the ceremonious 
exactions which long years of custom 
have sanctioned as necessary to the 
proper observance of the opening of a 
New Year. 


The drizzling rain, that fell all morn- 
ing, did not discourage the thousands 
who annually observe the official cus- 
toms of interchanging calls. 


Literest centered at the executive 
mansion, where the president and the 
ladies of the cabinet were to receive 
those in official and social life. 


The cold, pure whiteness of the ex- 
terior 0Î the mansion was in direct con- 
trast with the scene within. 
There 
everything was warmth and brightness, 
Smilax twined in about the great chan- 
deliers and depended from the tops of 
tall mirrors and windows. 
The east 
room, where most of the callers as- 
sembled, was the only one of the four 
public reception rooms that secured its 
light from the sun. 
Great spreading 
palms and tall rubber plants were stand- 
ing in every nook and corner, while the 
mantles were banked with gardens of 
hyacinths, azelias, 
ferns 
and other 
plants. 


In the blue room, where the president 
and his party stood, the decorations lent 
an added charm to the general beauty 
of the oval-shaped apartment. 
The 
central chandelier and the side lights' 
unique effect brought out strongly 
the changing colors of the various tints 
of blue. The three windows in the back 
of the room were almost hidden by 
masses of green. As in the east room, 
smilax, palms, and rubber trees pre- 
dominated. Bed flowered poinsettas and 
pink azelias peeped out from among 
their green cousins. Under the mantel 
pieces, ferns, hyacinths, açd ice plants 
were banked. 


In the red room, where the diplomatic 
corps assembled, and in the green room 
the decorations were much the same, 
differing only in the substitution of 
flowers and plants to suit the colors in 
which each room was furnished. 


Eleven o'clock was the time set for 
the reception to begin, but it was past 
that hour when the diplomatic corps, 
the 
members of the International 
American congress, and the marine con- 
ference, with *the members of the Ven- 
zuelian claims commission, had assem- 
bled in the Ked room, waiting to be re- 
ceived. 


The drizzle with which the morning 
opened had become a cold and steady 
rain. 
Out«ide the white house a great 
crowd of white-ooated coachmen eat on 
their carriages, while around the two 
main gates leading to the grounds, cur 
ious persons had assembled to watch 
the carriages drive past. 


At*a signal to Prof. Souza the band in 
the corridor struck up "Hail to the 
chief," and those assembled in the corri- 
dor outside the Blue room saw the presi- 
dential party descending the main stair- 
case. Leaning on the arm of the presi- 
dent was Mrs. McKee. After the presi- 
dent and Mrs. McKee came the vice 
president and Mrs. Morton; then came 
Secretary Blaine with Mrs. Stephen El- 
kins and after them the other members 
of the cabinet. 


When the blue room was reached the 
president and Mrs. MeKee took their 
places at the head of the receiving line, 
which was composed of Mrs. Morton, 
Mrs. Windom, Mrs. Miller, Mrs. Wan- 
namakier, Mrs. Tracy, Mrs. Noble and 
Mrs. Busk. 


The guests, as they approached the 
president, were presented by name, 
Major A. Hernest, U. S. A., acting as 
master of ceremonies. Following the 
diplomats and the members of the inter- 
national congresses, came the justices of 
the supreme court of thi^nited States, 
members of the house a^^senato, offi- 
cers of the army and navy in full uni- 
form and local officials. 


It was a matter of comment that the 
crowd in attendance was unusually 
small, and this fact was emphasized 
when the hour for the admission of the 
public arrived. 


At 12:35, the general reception of citi- 
zens began, and at 1:20 o'clock, forty 
minutes before the time set for the close 
of the reception, the president shook 
hands with the last comer, and wearily 
sat down.

PiTTSBUKG, Pa., Jan. 1..—^The Alle- 
ghany county electric light company 
has practically elected to test its strength 
agJiinst that of the united labor organi- 
zations and their supporters in Allegha- 
ny county. 


Becently the joint committee of the 
electrical union and united labor organ- 
izations, 
representing 
a 
numerical 
strength of 50,000 men in the county, 
I resented to the company for its consid- 
eration an agreement which purported 
to regulate the conditions under which 
the employee of the company would re- 
main at work. 


The answer returned by the company 
was by no means satisfactory to their 
employes. 


The electrical union met last night 
and resolved that the strike be made 
general, and that all of the employes o^ 
the company would be called out to- 
day. The effect of the call, if obeyed, 
will be the cessation of work by ma- 
chinists, engineers, dynamo men and 
electricians of the Allegheny County 
Light company, the East End Electric 
Light company, the Keystone Con- 
struction company, and the Westing- 
house Electiic Inght company. It is 
also stated that the fight will be carried 
into politics, and the influence of the 
labor organizations will be brought to 
bear against against the candidates for 
city council, favorable to the company, 
now set up in all the wards of the cily. 


The Allegheny County Light com- 
pany has a monopoly in supplying Pitts- 
burg and Allegheny City with light. 
Their private contracts are also num- 
bered by the thousands, and the result 
of a general tie up, such as is threat- 
ened, can more readily be imagined than 
dessribed.

TWENTY-SIX DEAD ! 


The Burning of a Paupers' School at 
liondon Besuits in a Terrible 
Holocaust. 


LONDON, Jan. 1.—^The paupers' school 
in Forest Gate, a connection of the 
White Chapel unions, was burned early 
this morning and twenty-six boys, who 
were asleep in the upper stories, were 
suffocated before they could be res- 
cued. 


Fifty-eight others were rescued by the 
attachées of the institution and members 
of the fire brigade, amidst the most in- 
tense excitement, and at great risk. 


Two of the matrons effected their es- 
cape by sliding down a water pipe. 
They reached the ground uninjured. 
Some of the boys, emboldened by the 
example set by the matrons, escaped in 
the same manner. 


The superintendent of the school ex- 
hibited great bravery and repeatedly 
dashed through ®the flames, returning 
each time with the almost inanimate 
form of some youngster. 


The school contained, in all, 600 pu- 
pils. When the flames had been sub- 
dued the twenty-six dead bodies were 
removed to the main hall of the institu- 
tion, where the profuse Christmas decor- 
ations still depended from the ceiling 
and walls. 


The fire originated from an over- 
heated stove. The girls' wing of the 
school, containing 250 inmates, was not 
touched by the flames. The boys re- 
tired last night in the best of spirits in 
anticipation of promised presents to be 
given them to-day. A New Yeara fete 
was also to be held to-day. The scenes 
in the death chamber, where the rela- 
tives and the schoolmates of the victims 
are viewing the bodies, are heart-rend- 
ing.

A CLOSE personal friend of John D. 
Rockefeller estimates 
his wealth at 
$120,000,000, and predicts that in ten 
years he will be the richest man on 
earth. 


THE legislature of two states will 
elect United States senators during the 
next two weeks—^lowa and Ohio. 
The 
legislature of the former is republican 
by a small majority. 
The latter is 
democratic. 


HAHEY DowNEY,seventeens year of age, 
who was sent to the penitentiary from 
Rush county a year ago under a two 
years' sentence for burglary, wiQ be 
transfered to the reform school for boys 
at Plainfield, Governor Hovey having 
commuted his sentence yesterday. 
He 
will be kept at the reform school until 
he is of age. 


IT is estimated at the treasury depart- 
ment that there has been a decrease of 
nearly $4,000,000 in the public debt 
during the month of December. 
This 
makes a total reduction for the first half 
of the present year of $24,065,616 as 
compared with a reduction of $31,522, 
398 during the corresj)onding period of 
the previous fiscal year. 
The reduction 
for the calendar year just ended is $81,- 
581,253, against a reduction of $91,530,- 
148 for the calendar year of 1888. 


BBADSTEEET'S reports of failures for 
1889 show an increase of 1,132 over 
those of last year, the total this year 
being 11,719 against 10,587 in 1888. 
When arranged by geographical divi- 
sions this showing is made: Eastern 
states, 
1,671: middle 
states, 2,912; 
southern states, 1,909; western states, 
2,756; northwestern states, 1,426; Pa- 
cific states, 935; territories, 110. The 
actual assets involved in the failures of 
1889 were $70,599,769, and the general 
liabilities were .^140,350,490. The ac- 
tual asset in 1888 were $61,999,911 and 
the general 
liabilities 
$120,242,402. 
This year the per cent, of assets to lia- 
bilities was 52; last year it was 40J. 


"Do you know," said Roswell P. 
Flower, of New York, "what the real 
purpose of the republicans is in relation 
to the tariff? Well, I will teU you. 
I 
have watched the proceedings in the 
ways and means committee closely, and 
I am satisfied the design is to so in- 
crease the duties upon every article 
upon which an increase is asked by 
manufacturers as to make the tariff vir- 
tually prohibitory. This will, of course, 
reduce the revenue from customs quite 
as effectually, and perhaps more so, 
than a reduction of duties would do, and 
will satisfy the demands of the extreme 
protectionists, upon whose shoulders 
the present administration rode into 
power." 


THIS is the way you will feel if you 
get the Russian influenza, as described 
by a New York exchange in speaking of 
several cases. In every case the attack 
began with violent pains in the head 
and vertigo, followed by chill 
and 
nausea, which lasted nearly an entire 
day. They were followed in oach case 
by pains in the limbs, an oppressive 
feeling in the chest and a sense of wear- 
iness. At the same time the patients had 
fever, the pulse being quite rapid and the 
temperature rising to 102 degrees in the 
adults and 105 degrees in the infant. 
Sneezing, soreness of the nose and 
throat followed and later the sufferer 
had spells of coughing. 
In no case has 
the illness become dangerous, but the 
patients experienced great discomfort. 


There are on the pension rolls very 
nearly a half a million names. 


The amount spent for aU purposes 
last year by the bureau was in round 
numbers $72,000,000. 


The total expenditures of the govern, 
ment for the same time were $267,000,-

That is to say the amount spent on ac- 
count of pensioners was over thirty per 
cent, of the entire outlay of the govern- 
ment.

MOHÍEY M A D E T H E l l S E N A T O K S 


Millionaires i n tlie Upper H o u s e Wlio 
A r e ]Kot JLegislators. 


A Washington special says: Rich men 
predominate in the upper house of con- 
gress, and where they are not lazy they 
are incompetent. 
The result is that the 
men of brains who sit in lonely distinc- 
tion there are put to it to keep up the 
senate's end of the legislative line. It is 
noticeable, too, how rapidly the evil is 
growing, and how necessaiy to a sena- 
tor's success it seems to be for him to 
have a pile of money at his command. 
The new men sent here are, as a rule, 
very rich. Even one of the new states, 
just emerged from territorial conditions, 
and with her resources still undeveloped, 
found an ambitious millionaire within 
her borders and made a senator of him. 
Looking down from the gallery of the 
senate chamber one sees before him in 
the seats on the floor men representing 
in the aggregate several hundred mil- 
lions of dollars, and yet not one of 
them, although at the very top of the 
political heap, shows in connection with 
a single piece of important or praise- 
worthy legislation. To the influence of 
their money, and to that alone, is due 
their political success. 


Dan Cameron is a conspicuous man 
on the list. Left to his own unaided ex- 
ertion he would never have seen the 
Senate chamber except as a visitor. 
He 
is a dumb and a dull man, with no pro- 
fessional acquirements and of limited 
reading. Mr. Farwell, of Illinois, who 
sits in the rear of Mr. Cameron, is a 
prosperous merchant of Chicago, who is 
filling general Logan's unexpired term; 
but with all his money and his member- 
ship in the Rich Man's Club, he is not 
happy. He and the president are at 
daggers' points about the Chicago pat- 
ronage, and as a result Mr. Farwell is 
likely to go back to the bargain counter. 
Mr. Hale, of Maine, owes his place 
jointly to the influence of the late Zach 
Chandler, whose daughter he married 
and whose wealth he inherited, and to 
Mr. Blaine, who in the fulness of a gen- 
erous heart has brought forward several 
other mediocre men. Mr. Jones, of Ne- 
vada, is a rich mine owner. 
He spends 
very little of his time here. Mr. Mc- 
Millan succeeded Mr. Palmer, of Michi- 
gan, and being an undemonstrative per- 
son and a lumberman, will probably find 
it easy to fall in with the senatorial 
habit of sawing wood and saying noth- 
ing. Mr. Plumb, of Kansas, is worth 
about a million, but he is also a man of 
some brains and usefulness. 
Mr. Saw- 
yer, of Wisconsin, sits in his seat and 
enjoys seeing the other fellows do the 
work. 


The latest acquisition to the aggrega- 
tion of nabobs is Mr. Squire, from the 
state of Washington. 
He is reported 
to be very rich. Mr. Stanford, of Cali- 
fornia, is easily the richest man in the 
senate. He attends the sessions regu- 
larly, but is never heard in debate. 
He 
is a mute man, and unless it is that he 
finds it to his advantage to be on hand 
and watch his Pacific railroad interests 
his presence in the senate is a difficult 
problem to solve. 
-Mr. Stewart, of Ne- 
vada; Mr. Stockbridge, of Michigan, and 
Mr. Washburn, of Minnesota, are all 
very rich, and 
their 
wealth 
alone 
brought them into the senate. 


It is, so far, a feather in the cap of 
the democracy that the members on that 
side of the chamber should be, as a rule, 
men of brains rather than of boodle. 
There are, however, several millionaires 
over there. Mr. Barbour, of Virginia, 
now an old man and very wealthy, is 
one. Be would probably never have 
thought of the senate or been thought 
of for a seat there if he had not retired 
from a long business career with a large 
estate. Mr. Hearst, of Califoniia, is 
enormously rich and is much better 
known as the owner of a string of crack 
running horses than as a United States 
senator. He is rarely ever in his seat, 
and then merely as an observer. 
He 
contributes nothing whatever either to 
the debates or to the intellectual confer- 
ences of the committees. Mr. Payne, 
of Ohio, with his five millions, is, as' a 
senator, "gliding swiftly by." His term 
expires on the 4th of March next. 
His 
case calls for attention principally for 
the onrioiniy felt here as to whether his 


successor will, like himself, be a million- 
aire.

The great Pittsburg shops, with its 
1,000 employes; the Bass works, with an 
equal number of workmen nearly; the 
Olds wagon and wheel works; the Wa- 
bash shops, and other manufacturing 
concerns, were closed and the men, re- 
leased from duty, were spending the 
day in such pleasures and pastimes as 
they saw fit. 


The depots were duU places. The 
passenger agents were on duty and with 
a "Happy New Year" THE SENTINEII re- 
porter met them and received the salu- 
tation in return, but they knew no news. 
Travel was light and the waiting rooms 
were deserted by aU except the everyday 
loungers. 


The office clerks who happened to be 
at work for a few hours at the manufac- 
turing establishments knew no news. 
It was New Year's day. That was all 
they seemed to know, and tii'ed of the 
routine of the trip, our scribe returned 
to the office glad that the others days of 
the year were not like New Years day in 
reference to the gathering of news around 
the busy centers, but he cannot close 
these words of apology for the small 
news budget 
without wishing every 
reader of this column "A Happy New 
Year." 


PENCIL PICTURES. 


Victor A. Sallot, the superintendent 
of N. G. Olds & Sons' wheel works, is a 
Frenchman and was born on the shores 
of France, coming to this country when 
a mere lad with his parents. They lo- 
cated in Fort Wayne and here the young 
lad was reared and educated. In 1868 
he engaged in the manufacture of sash 
and doors and afterwards entered the 
furniture manufacturing business. In 
1873 he became foreman of Boseker & 
White's wheel works, remaining with 
them until 1884, when he took the posi- 
tion which he now holds. He is a valu- 
able man to his employers and is held in 
high esteem by a wide circle of friends. 


When a boy twelve years old Jacob J.

At fourteen years of age he 
began learning the moulder's trade and 
in 1866 he took emi^loyment with the 
Bass works. 
On his merits he has ad- 
vanced from one position to another and 
for the last ten years has held the posi- 
tion of foreman.

Louis Buchwalter began service with 
the Pennsylvania company in this, city 
thirty years ago. He came from Phila- 
delphia, where he learned the machinist 
trade at the Baldwin locomotive works, 
and worked for several years. He is 
well known and popular with his ac- 
quaintances, is a splendid mechanic, 
and in his position as assistant foreman 
in the machinery department stands 
high in the estimation of the company. 


Andrew Weber is the second oldest 
foreman in the Pennsylvania company's 
shops in this city. He was bom in 
Hesse-Darmstadt, Germany, where he 
learned his trade, and came to this 
countrv in 1851. Working at New York 
for awhile, he came to this ciiy and in 
1860 commenced service in the Pitts- 
burg shops, rising afterward to the po- 
sition of foreman of the pattern depart- 
ment which he has filled ever since. 
For thirty-four years he has been the 
leader of the Cathedral choir and is a 
man popular with his employers and his 
friends. 


GOSSIP OF THE DAY. 


The "Boy Tramp" company passed 
throug. ie city this morning on their 
way to Logansport. 


The Lake Shore road has given notice 
that they will not receive any more ears 
at Chicago by transfer from the western 
roads, because they claim that this is 
what is making the shortness of cars. 


J. W. Knapp, of Huntington, who 
takes the position of chief train dis- 
patcher of the Chesapeake and Ohio 
railroad, was presented, at Huntington 
the other day, with a beautiful gold 
headed cane by his friends. 


There is a good deal of speculation 
regarding the future of the Cincinnati, 
Wabash and Michigan road. There are 
those who think that the Maokey syndi- 
cate will never take full control of it; 
that the Lake Shore road will, in the 
end, appi \ as the purchaser of it. 


The Ri^.^ond Telegram says that 
President Mackey spends but $50 a year 
for his clothes and works sixteen hours 
of the twenty-four. The last clause is 
certainly true. He has no man on the 
pay-rolls of the Mackey system, unless 
it be Traffic Manager Grammer, who 
^ ^ k s as untiringly as does Mr. Maokey. 


A company has been organized which 
will erect, in Pittsburg, near the tracks 
of the Pennsylvania company, a short- 
age-house which will cost $100,000. 
This company proposes to take care of 


any freights, after the time for placing 
demurrage on it is reached, at a reason- 
able rate, thus relieving the railroad 
company. 
This follows in the trial of 
establishing a Car Service association at 
Pittsburg. 


One day last week the organ factory 
shipped an organ to Berlin, Germany. 
Some of the warehouse men thóught it 
would be a good chance to send Kaiser 
William their compliments and they 
did so by enclosing suitable mementoes. 


G. H. Mclntire, division superin- 
tendent of the Lake ^hore road, with 
headquartera at Youngstown, will, on 
the 1st of January, become general 
agent of the company. 
He is to 
look especially after the coal and 
iron traffic of the road, which is rapidly 
developing of late. 
T. W. Niles will 
take charge of the 
superintendent's 
duties on this division, as well as on the 
Kalamazoo division. 


The Baltimore and Ohio is borrowing 
locomotivos from other railroads in order 
to move its enormous amount of freight 
trains. There were 1,500 loaded cars in 
and around Cumberland, Md., on last 
Sunday, 
The most of the cars are 
loaded with coal. The Baltimore and 
Ohio is now doing a big coal business. 
The cars that are delivered at Baltimore 
in one day were 1,500, and 1,000 of 
these were loaded with coal. 


The shipments of flour, grain and 
provisions from Chicago to the sea- 
board by the lines in the Central Traffic 
association, last week, aggregated 77,- 
494 tons, against 76,329 for the week 
previous, an increase of 1,165 tons, and 
against 67,572 for the corresponding 
week last year, an increase of 9,922 tons. 
The Vanderbüt lines carried 43.1 per 
cent, of the business, the Pennsylvania 
lines 27, the Chicago and Grand 
Trunk 13.2, and the Baltimore and 
Ohio 16.7.

TWENTY-SIX DEAD! 


The Burning of u Paupers' Srhool al 


London Ite.sults In a Tt-rrlblc 


Holocaust. 


LONDON, Jan. 1.—Tho paupers'school 


in Forest Gate, a connection of the 
White Chapel unions, was burned early 
this morning and twenty-six boys, who 
were asleep in the upper stories, were 
suffocated before they could be res- 
cued. 


Fifty-eight others were rescued by the 


attachees of the institution and members 
of the the brigade, amidst the most in- 
tense excitement, and at great risk. 


Two of the matrons effected their es- 


cape by sliding down a water pipe. 
They reached the ground uninjured. 
8ome of the boys, emboldened by the 
example set by the matrons, escaped in 
the same manner. 


The superintendent of the school ex- 


hibited great bravery and repeatedly 
dashed through *tho flames, returning 
each time with the almost inanimate 
form of some youngster. 


The school contained, in all, 000 pu- 


pils. When the flames had been sub- 
dued the twenty-six dead bodies were 
removed to the main hall of the institu- 
tion, where the profuse Christmas decor- 
ations still depended from the ceiling 
and walls. 


The fire originated 
from an over- 


heated stove. The girls' \> ing of the 
school, containing 250 inmates, was not 
touched by the ilames. The boys re- 
tired last night in the best of spirits in 
anticipation of promised presents to be 
given them to-day. A New Years fete 
was also to be held to-day. The scenes 
in the death chamber, where the rela- 
tives and the schoolmates of the victims 
are viewing the bodies, are heart-rend- 
ing.

A Washington special says: Eich men 


predominate in tho upper house of con- 
gress, and where they are not lazy they 
are incompetent. The result is that the 
men of brains who sit in lonely distinc- 
tion there are put to it to keep up the 
senate's end of (he legislative line. It is 
noticeable, too, how rapidly the evil is 
growing, aud how necessary to a sena- 
tor's success it seems to be for him to 
have a pile of money at his command. 
The new men sent lu-re are, as a rule, 
very rich. Even one of the new stales, 
just emerged from territorial conditions, 
and with her resources still undeveloped, 
found an ambitious millionaire within 
her borders and made a senator of him. 
Looking down from the gallery of the 
st-nate chamber one sees before him in 
the seats on the iloor men representing 
in the aggregate several hundred mil- 
lions of dollars, aud yet not one of 
them, although at the very top of the 
political heap, shows in connection with 
a single piece of important or praise- 
woithy legislation. To the influence of 
their money, and to that alone, is due 
their political success. 


Dan Cameron is a conspicuous man 


on the list. Left to his own unaided ex- 
ertion he would never have seen the 
Senate chamber except as a visitor. He 
is a dumb and a dull mau, with no pro- 
fessional acquirements and of limited 
reading. Mr. Farwell, of Illinois, who 
sits in the rear of Mr. Cameron, is a 
prosperous merchant of Chicago, who is 
filling general Logan's unespired term; 
but with all his money aud his member- 
ship in the Eich Man's Club, he is not 
happy. He and the president are at 
daggers' points about the Chicago pat- 
ronage, and as a result Mr. Farwell is 
likely to go back to the bargain counter. 
Mr. Hale, of Maine, ones his place 
jointly to the influence of the late Zach 
Chandler, whose daughter he married 
aud whoso wealth lie inherited, and to 
Mr. Blaine, who in the fulness of a gen- 
erous heart has brought forward several 
other mediocre men. Mr. Jones, of Ne- 
vada, is a rich mine owner. 
Ho spends 


very little of his time here. Mr. Mc- 
Millan succeeded Mr. Palmer, of Michi- 
gan, and being an undemonstrative, per- 
son aud a lumberman, will probably find 
it easy to fall in with the senatorial 
habit of sawing wood aud saying noth- 
ing. Mr. Plumb, of Kansas, is worth 
about a million, but he is also a man of 
some brains and usefulness. 
Mr. Saw- 


yer, of Wisconsin, sits in his seat and 
enjoys seeing the other fellows do the 
work. 


Tho latest acquisition to the aggrega- 


tion of nabobs is Mr, Squire, from the 
state of Washington. 
He is reported 


to bo very rich. 
Mr, Stanford, of Cali- 


fornia, is easily the richest man in the 
senate. He attends the sessions regu- 
larly, but is never heard in debate. 
He 


is a mute man, and unless it is that he 
finds it to his advantage to bo on hand 
and watch his Pacific railroad interests 
his presence in the senate is a difficult 
problem to solve. 
-Mr. Stewart, of Ne- 


vada; Mr, Stockbridge, of Michigan, and 
Mr. Wash burn, of Minnesota, arc all 
very rich, and 
their 
wealth alone 


brought them into the senate. 


It is, so far, a feather in the cup of 


the democracy that the members on that 
side of the chamber should be, as a rule, 
men of brains rather than of boodle. 
There are, however, several millionaires 
over there. Mr. Harbour, of Virginia, 
now au old man and very wealthy, is 
one. He would probably never have 
thought of the senate or been thought 
of for a seat there if lie had not retired 
from a long business career with a large 
estate. Mr. Hearst, of California, is 
enormously rich and is much better 
known as tho owner of a string of crack 
running horses than as a United States 
senator. He is rarely ever in his seat, 
aud then merely as an observer. He 
contributes nothing whatever either to 
the debates or to the intellectual confer- 
ences of the committees. Mr. Payne, 
of Ohio, with his five millions, is, as a 
senator, "gliding swiftly by." His term 
expires on the 4th of March next. His 
case calls for attention principally for 
the curiosity felt hore as to whether his
